Letter from the Editor, 


Bartimore, Nov. 5, 1844. 

Dear Sir,—The election passed off yesterday 
without much disorder. One man was shot in 
the 12th ward: and through the day occasion- 
ally a gang of drunken patriots would parade 
the streets singing songs which had less music 
than madness in them. The result of the con- 
test shows a diminished Democratic majority, 
which has fallen from twelve hundred to four 
hundred, and seventy-four: The Patriot sets 
the number at four hundred and forty-three. 
Several arrests were made during the day of 
illegal voters. There can be no doubt that a 
vast system of fraudulent voting has been in 
operation. After the announcement of the re- 
sult in the. evening, the city was in a perfect 
uproar; the Polkites bellowing with joy be- 
cause they had carried the city; the Clayites 
screaming because they had reduced the ma- 
jority of their adversaries. Huzzas for the Na- 
tives were as enthusiastic as those for Clay. 
Nativism to-day takes an organized form in 
Baltimore. The Clipper comes out as its or- 
gan, with five hundred new subscribers, as we 
are informed. We have little doubt, that 
Whiggery toa great-extent, in the Eastern ci- 
ties, will be resolved into Nativism. 
Yesterday I visited the unfortunate Torrey. 
No obstacles were thrown in the way of an in- 
terview. The wardens, to me at least, behaved 
politely. Torrey was sitting on his bed, wri- 
ting, when we entered. He was emaciated 
somewhat, and pale, but looked in better health 
than I had been led to expect. His tempera- 
ment is ardent and excitable, and he is not the 
man to endure confinement, without great men- 
tal suffering. The floor of his cell is below 
the level of the ground, but the window opens 
into the yard. It would be exceedingly damp 
and cold, were it not for the continual fire which 
is kept up. What he most complains of is ex- 
cessive wakefulness. Could he sleep well, he 
would suffer less. God send him a speedy de- 
liverance ! 
Last night there was quitea row in front of the 
Clipper office. Pistols weg#fired, and brickbats 
thrown, but no serious ini f-was done. 1 
had thought our election in Cincinnati boister- 
ous enough, but there is more of the mob ma- 
terial in Baltimore. Here, as every where else, 
boys of eighteen, nineteen and under, are the 
principal actors in all scenes of disorder. Pa- 
rents are reekless, and masters,in many cases 
rather encourage their apprentices to take a 
prominent part at such times. It is these classes 
who are chiefly responsible for the many mobs 
that have disgraced us. Children without pa- 
rental restraint are a curse to any community. 
I am a thorough-going Democrat in all my prin- 
ciples, but democracy among boys I abhor.— 
There can be nothing like good government, or 
true liberty in society, where there is no filial 
subordination. No minor should be permitted 
to run the streets at night, without restraint. 
With unruly passions, no judgment, and no re- 
sponsibility, and with temptations besetting 
‘him on every side, what can be expected but 
that he shall be a pest to the community on 
which he is turned loose? Why will not parents 
think of these things? 
Baltimore has no more of the direct trade 
with Europe than she had thirteen years ago ; 
and although nearer to the great west than the 
more eastern cities, she is but a thoroughfare to 
them for the Western merchant. 
Aslam about leaving the slave States, I 
may say that there is far less excitement in 
them on the subject of abolition than formerly. 
The political phase assumed ‘by this movement 
has tended to this result. All through the 
Southern States, the name of James G, Birney, 
as the Liberty candidate for the Presidency is 
familiar with the people. The papers are grad- 
ually falling into the habit of recognizing the 
Liberty movement as a legitimate political en- 
terprise. The rawhead and: bloody bones are 
fast disappearing, and, it Will’ not be long, I 
trust, before a Liberty party shall be organized 
in several of the slave States. The old law of 
Maryland against the circulation of incendiary 
publications will soon become obsolete. In the 
office of my friend; the fearless editor of the 
Baltimore Saturday Visitor, I found all sorts of 
exchanges, anti-slavery, and slavery—most of 
the newspapers in fact of the Liberty party. 
Dr. Snodgrass oceupies’an important position. 
He is a sincere friend of the colored man, and 
of the cause of human rights, and much re- 
spected for his frank and manly bearing. His 
paper is exerting a highly beneficial influence. 
I do not despair of the States I have visited. 
A sanative influence is at work among their 
people. Sober men are willing to examine the 
evil which has so long weighed them down, and 
they will ere long, make themsclves felt.

The Editor of the Tribune takes the Natives 
of New-York to task for deserting them with 
their eleetoral vote. He says, 
“While this new clement in our politics has 
array’ large class of our citizens against us, 
who would else have been with us, it has not 
had thé expected effect of bringing the ‘ Na- 
tives’ themselves to vote for Mr. Clay.” 


From this and what follows we conclude that 
the Whigs of New-York are made of the same 
material as in Ohio. Here they cannot con- 
ecive how a Liberty man can have principles of 
his own. Or how hecan be other thana Whig, 
since Henry Clay is not favorable to annexation. 
These Liberty men of Oliio used the Whigs 
very badly when they did not vote the Whig 
ticket. In New-York they thought the same

A New Invention, 

Professor Locke, of the Medical College of 
Ohio, after studying for many years the struc- 
ture and use of galvanic batteries, has invent- 
ed one very convenient in use, and in many re- 
spects novel in its effects. Hecalls it The Or- 
ganized Battery. It consists of a combination 
of allkinds of batteries trome 

strument, so arranged, that by keys and stops 
like those of an organ, he can, in a moment, 
bring any kind of battery to act upon the same 
experiment; and thus in rapid succession, can 
contrast the effects of different modifications, 
Although of moderate size, the effects are 
very impressive. When two copper conductors 
are brought in contact, and afterwards separa- 
ted to some distance, a hissing arched flame 
passes between them, and when chareoal is sub- 
stituted, the flame and light become insupport- 
ably brilliant, bringing tears from the eyes of 
those who attempt, while too near to it, to look 
at it. Leaves of gold and other metal are 
burnt as if by an explosion; water is decompo- 
sed by it as if it were boiling. The shock, in 
one modification, is insupportably painful, but 
by drawing a stop, the shock ceases. Magnet- 
ic machines are thrown into rapid revolution, 
and a small iron magnet is excited to lift eleven 
hundred pounds! And thus by various “stops,” 
all of the music of galvani¢ electricity, with 
all its variations, may be rapidly exccuted. 
This instrument, occupying a space of about 


ed walnut, lignum vite and polished brass, fin- 
ished as neatly as a piano, exhibits both exter- 
nal symmetry and internal mechanical accura- 
cy. Except the cabinet work, it has all been 
executed in the Laboratory of the College, by 
Prof. Locke’s as dats, Thomas K. Beccher 
and John Loe (WV c understand that it is 
Prof. L.’s inte ieerive a lecture on this in- 
strument to th€ Oificers of the College, the 
members elect of the Legislature, and their 
friends.—Gazeite.

3. The labor to be paid for at a less rate per 
cord than the regular prices in the street. 
4. The wood to be sold at an uniform price 
through the year. 
5. Purchasers may be supplied with any 
amount, not less. than the value of ten cents. 
6. The refuse wood or that which cannot be 
split, to be given to the poor. 
sr following advantages are expected to re- 
sult: 
1. Daily employment to the poor would be 
furnished at a rate which would subsist them 
till.nore lucrative business offers. 
2. The wood being cut up, and thereby sea- 
soned for immediate and convenient use, would 
save trouble and time to the purchaser.

The gentleman argues that the 
slave ia not discharged by any law of the State, 
into whieh he « but because he has es- 
eaped. beyond the roe of slavery. I @ 
that he cannot be discharged by any law ot the 
free State, but I contend, that he must be de- 
livered by the Constitution of the U. S. for, the 
latter clause of the article alluded to, makes 
especial provision for the delivering up of: the 
fugitive. The language is, “but. shall be de- 
livered: up upon claim of the party to whom 
such labor or service may be due.”

During the past year the Company have been 
able to pay off a large portion of that debt, 
meet the constantly accruing obligations, and 
make contracts for other improvements. In 
relation to the improvements of the year, the 
Report says, 

“In September, 1843, the Board of last year 
entered into a contract, for the graduation, 
bridging and superstructure , miles of 
road, from Tiffin to Carey. e work under 
this contract is rapidly progressing, and will 
be ready for the iron by the first of August, 
1845. "The estimates on the contract up to the 
Ist of September, amount to- $17,617 59-100 
which have been paid; the next estimate on 
this contract will be due on the Ist of Decem- 
ber, at which time the grading and bridging 
will have been completed, and a large portion 
of the timber prepared for the superstructure. 

“At its meeting in November last, your Board 
authorized the letting out of that portion of the 
road:lying between Carey and Kenton, distance 
23 miles, for grubbing and clearing. This-work 
wes taken by Mr. Fredérick Hanger, of Logan 
county, at six thousand dollars for the entire 
distance, and for such kind of pay as_ rendered 

it very favorable for the Company. This job is 
nearly completed and nearly paid for. 

“At the July meeting the Board made an Or- 
der to put the grading and bridging of the line, 
from Carey to Kenton under contract. Mr. 
Hanger took sixteen miles on the south, run- 
ning through the town of Kenton, and Mr. 
William McDowell, of Carey, took eight miles 
on the North. The price stipulated in those 
contracts, is nine cents per cubic yard, for ex- 
cavation and embankment, respectively, being 
considerably below the contract of 1843. No 
estimates have yet been made on those con- 
tracts.” 

Collections to the amount of nineteen thou- 
sand six hundred and fifteen dollars have been 
made on the old stock subscriptions. This was 
found very difficult, since the work had pro- 
gressed so slowly for the few previous years. 
The amount of Real Estate sales for the past 
year, is sixteen thousand seven hundred dol- 
lars. It is confidently believed by the Board 
that the work will now be speedily completed. 
Their exertions now are to get it completed to 
the Scioto River. The remaining portion of 
the road will be much more easily done. 

The importance of this road, together with 
the connecting one on this end, is now very 
generally felt. Their completion will form a 
new era in the history of this south west dis- 
trict, and particularly of Cincinnati. A di- 
rect and speedy communication between this 
city and the lake is very much needed. This 
will be the connecting link, and these two 
great thoroughfares, nature’s highways, will be 
brought in close proximity with each other, 
making a direct steam communication with 
New. York, Boston, and the other Eastern ci- 
tles. We hope now to see this long contem- 
plated work brought to a close, and made use- 
ful to our city.

American Silk, 

The quantity of silk raised in this country 
appears to be steadily increasing. The soil and 
climate of Tennessee seems better adapted to 
its culture than that of any other State. The 
amount there manufactured in 1840 was 1132 
ibs., in 1843 it was about 20,000. They now 
practice feeding their worms in sheds that are 
open instead of close rooms, which was found 
injurious to the worms, and consequently to the 
silk. 

The War Debt of England.

Post Office Envelopes, 
The following from a London paper will give 
the reader some idea of the dispatch with which 
the Post Office envelopes in England are pre- 
pared. This besides being a great convenience 
to the people, is a source by which the revenue 
of the department is increased. Should the 
Post Office reform be successful in our own 
country, this or some other device would be re- 
sorted to by which the department as well as the 
people would be benefited. 
“Postacr LasEts AND Enve.orrs.—The fol- 
lowing facts relative to the manufacture of our 
present postage labels and —— may not 
be uninteresting to the reader. The manufac- 
ture of the postage envelope is effected by ma- 
ny powerful, yet accurate machines, The paper 
is pervaded by colored threads as a security 
against frauds ; and when sent from the manu- 
factory of Mr. Dickenson, jt is delivered to the 
firm of Messrs. De La-Rue. It is there. cut in- 
to lozenges, by the engine of Mr. Wilson, with 
the utmost precision, ut the rate of 60 or 80,000 
a minute. Previous to being stamped, each 
lozenge has a notch cut in each side for the 
convenience of folding} this is done by an an- 
gular chiscl. The envelopes are then’stamped 
at Somerset House, by a: machine which com- 
bines the operation of printing and embossing 
—the invention of the late Sir W. Congreve. 
The last process, the folding and gumming, is 
performed by the Messrs. De La Rue, who em- 
ploy thirty-nine folders on an average, and a 
quick hand can fold 3,500 a day. One engrav- 
ing on Mr. Perkins’ hard steel roller will afford 
1680 transfers to soft steel plates; these again 
will, when hardened, admit of 60,000. impres- 
sions being pulled upon each,so that one origi- 
nal will afford 100,800,000 impressions of labels. 
Twelve years ago common envelopes were sold 
at 1s. the dozen; now the postage envelope, with 
its medallion, may be bought wholesale at a 
half a farthing, exclusive of the stamp ; and 
yet, thongh the manufacture is peculiarly cost- 
ly, it returns a sinall profit to the government. 
More than 220,000,000 of chargeable letters 
were posted in 1843, so that supposing all the’ 
letter boxes in the United Kingdom to be open 
twelve hours in the day, and to communicate 
with one large spout, the letters would keep 
flowing through it at the mean rate of fourteen 
ina second.

Horrors of Transportation, 
Mr. M’Carthy delivered a lecture on trans- 
rtation in the Temperance Hall, Glasgow, on 
Saturday evening last. After a brief introduc- 
tion, Mr. M’Carthy said, that many persons, in 
their ignorance, committed crime purposely 
to be transported. Unfortunately boys had 
thrown their caps up in Open Court, and huz- 
zaed at the close of their sentence of trangpor- 
tation. “But, alas!” said the lecturer, “ how 
little they knew of the hunger, slavery, degra- 
dation, exile, dirt, sin, and tyranny awaiting 
them! © They little thought of the bayonet, the 
cat-o’-ninetails, the blood-clotted triangle, the 
leg-chains and handcuffs, the gory scourge, the 
night-watch and bloodhounds, the chain-gang 
and ows! Surely, if they did, they would 
never fejoice.” The emigrant is well fed ; the 
conviet starved. The emigrant is respectably 
dressed; The convict all mottled in the vari- 
ous degrading colors. The emigrant has a bed; 
the convict a cave or wooden bench. The gm- 
igrant has property and wages ; the convict no 
wages; his sole property, an iron ring or a chain 
on his leg. Wages? A military guard, and 
an iron-hearted overlooker. Cold half-baked 
dough of maze méal, the same as they feed 
cows and pigs with, and cold salt beef like a 
block, after it has gone round the globe in her 
Majodty » men-of-war, and condemned, twenty 
hn 4 old. Salt pork from Tahiti, tough as sole 
eather, and full of animalcule. Wages, in- 
deed! The cats and triangle. Wages are out 
of the question. When a convict ship-reaches 
its destination, the unhappy company are mar- 
shalled on deck, chained in couples, guarded in 
boat-loads to the shore. They are then taken 
toa large barrack at Sydney or Hobart Town; 
the Government or colonial officers come ina 
body to examine these outcasts of their native 
soil; the surgeon-commander brings out a Gov- 
ernment paper for everyman,called an indenture. 
This paper is under many heads; their name or 
names, height, age, country, color of hair, eyes, 
moles, marks, how often in jail, what jails, 
what crime. The Governor stands by, while 
his head officer holds this indenture in his hand 
and asks his questions from it. If the poor 
man should tell a falsehood, woe be to his after 
life: Up to 1838, the convicts were hired out 
to settlers on their arrival; but their conduct 
was so bad, that now every man, whether a 
gentleman or otherwise, is compelled to work 
six months upon the Government works, which 
is for fifteen hours per —_ carrying stones or 
timber, felling wood, pushing heavy. barrows, 
working on new roads, cleaning the bottom of 
the docks and harbour, up to the armpits in the 
tide. When'they push down their spades, the 
water covers their face ; in using the pickaxe, 
they are wet to the head,. They arc mostly all 


fast c ven ir drewning; 
, uway for <a to build 
the new quays, &c.. Their food, 103 lbs. maize 
meal per week; 7 Ibs. of salt beef, mostly unfit 
for use, or 43 lbs. of salt pork; 8 oz. of soap; 24 
oz.ofsalt. No wages;no tobacco, nor any other 
‘eomfort. Clothes—grey cloth cap, broad arrow 
stamped on it; grey trousers; short jacket, half 
yellow, half gréy; stockings grey, white rings; 
shirt grey canvass; no kerchief or neckcloth; 
clothes all too small. After six months of this 
life, the authorities think the convicts suffi- 
ciently drilled for consignment. Ona certain 
day—advertised in the Government Gazette— 
the settlers, farmers, and master mechanics, 
come to the barrack for Government servants, 
as they are called: these convicts are all march- 
ed out.in a long line of rows; the purchasers 
walk along the line of white slaves, and pick 
out such as suit them; the purchaser bids the 
convict walk, run, hold up his leg, arm, &c., 
hits his chest or back to prove if he is asthmat- 
ic or short in his breath; if he is sound in wind 
and limb, he bids him stand on one side until 
he picks from the rest; when he has enough, he 
goes to an office, where he pays Government £1 
for his slops, the yellow dress (they call them 
canaries) half-tanned shoes, cap, three shirts, a 
little wool pad, or bed, a small rug horse-cloth. 
This is the convict’s outfit. He then has to’ 
walk to the home of his new employer, that is, 
tyrant. There is a set of laws made for the 
convict population, that mean anything or no- 
thing, or every thing. Two magistrates can 
order a man fifty lashes of the double or Gov- 
ernment cat; you can’t speak, you are a con-- 
vict; presumption is against you; you must be 
ged. The scourger comes, ties you up, and 
his bloody lash scatters the flesh your mother 
kissed so often; tears away the blood that your 
father reared_ with so much care; if not, the 
chain gang is your fate; you are doomed, your 
heels loaded with cankering heavy irons, to 
work on the hot burning dusty roads until your 
flesh is scorched like copper, and your hair yel- 
low as jaundice; your eyes sore and running 
from hot winds of the climate; your poor bleed- 
ing wrist carrying your chain; sometimes, oh! 
horrible! you are doomed to a penal settlement 
for life; gathering of all human woes, black de- 
spair; a land of horror; a second hell, where 
nought but sadness dwells. {Here the Lectur-

If the Native 
American party would aim only at this, and 
drop the invidious title they have adopted, we 
could go along with them; but as it is, we do 
not see how any. who believe in the doctrines of 
the Declaration of Independence, and more 
especially in the christian religion can encour- 
age the movement of that party is now making. 
Their very name itself implies antagonism to 
the first principles of our republican govern- 
ment;—and their object would seem to be in- 
gratitude to those who, from foreign lands, per- 
iled their lives, yea, freely shed their blood as 
they poured out ‘their treasures, to procure 
America’s independence. What! shall we 
say to the countrymen of La Fayette, of Pu- 
laski, and of others we name not, because they 
are too numerous to name, we cannot trust you 
when you come among us, because you are ig- 
norant of the principles of republicanism, and 
you know not the value of free institutions?— 
Surely, while France has such a writer as De 
Toqueville, who has given us the best text 
book on American Democracy that is extant, 
we may reasonably conclude that our institu- 
tions can be understood and appreciated by 
those who are not “Native Americans.” It is 
not necessary to be born in America to be an 
American. He, whose heart glows with the 
love of liberty, and pants for the free atmos- 
phere of our western forests and prairies, is an 
American, be his birth place cis or trans Atlan- 
tic. And although one be born on America’s 
soil, he is not a true American unless he so love 
freedom as to respect the rights of man, wheth- 
er the Emerald Isle or Columbia give him birth; 
whether he be the fair or the dark faced for- 
eigner or American; whether he be Jew or 
Christian, Protestant or Papist. He, and he 
alone, is an American, who takes MAN by his 
hand, and calling him BRUTHER, speakes 
FREEDOM in his ear, and kindles up the love 
of LIBERTY in his bosom.” 


Commercial Intercourse with India, 
We rejoice at every new prospect for an ex- 
tension of our commercial intercourse with for- 
eign nations. ‘The following is from the New 
York Sun, and speaks well for the new route 
opened by the overland passage to India: 


It may appear strange to some, that we, in 
this country, should feel an interest in the 
overland passage to India through the Red Sea, 
but we are strongly impressed with the belief, 
that we are to derive great commercial advan- 
tages fram that short route to India, without 
involving ourselves in any of the embarrass- 
ments, intrigues, and expenses which may 
grow out of the negotiations for that impor- 
tant privilege. It is, at the same time, grati- 
fying to see a young and hardy republic essen- 
tially commercial, and with vast and increa- 
sing resources, casting its eyes in every direc- 
|tion to discover new channels for trade, and 
new markets for agricultural and manufactur- 
ing products; channels, also, not of short voya- 

es, but in distant seas, thus displaying our 

g in the Islands ol the Pacifie, and in the 
Straits of Babel Mandel. It was this spirit of 
commercial enterprise which has made Eng- 
land what she is, and her present gigantic 
power has-sprung from a smaller population 
and less territorial possessions than we enjoy. 
We cannot, nor ought not to conceal from our- 
selves the fact, that with most pacific feelings, 

ee ice from -netional jealousy, 

this country is destined to be the great rival 
of Great Britain on the seas, and consequently 
we should keep an eye on all her movements, 
and for this simple reason—England has but 
one policy, and every thing bends to it—her 
commercial policy. _We-have more than one 
policy, from the nature of our government, and 
our political fluctuations, but our commercial 
is our cardinal one—it supports the govern- 
ment without taxation, and secures wealth to 
our enterprising citizens. _ Every thing is in 
the progress of change. Formerly we sent our 
ships with dollars to Calcutta to buy cottons— 
now we send cottons to India and bring back 
her dollars, and shortly we may be enabled to 
bring back her valuable and desirable products 
by a fuir exchange of commodities. We may 
do without the silks of China, but we cannot 
positively dispense with her teas, and they are 
daily becoming. valuable articles of trade, as 
well as of consumption. . Hence we have a 
right to take an interest in this overland route 
to India, and it is also good policy to secure per- 
mission for our flag to navigate the Red Sea, 
and our merchandise to pass over the isthmus 
of Suez,without being dependent on the friend- 
ly permission of England. We have already 
noticed the departure from this port of a new 
and fast-sailing brig of 250 tons, with propel- 
lers direct to,.Canton. After taking in her 
cargo of fine and valuable teas, what is to pre- 
vent her starting from Hong Kong, touching at 
Pulo Labaun, Singopore, Malacca, Pening, and 
Ceylon, for whatever may be profitable here, 
and then proceeding up the Red Sea to Suez, 
and disembarking, the cargoes crossing the 
isthmus, and down the Nile to Alexandria, 
where another ller;' ready to proceed to 
this country, takes the merchandise on board, 
and thus a twelveanenths voyage is abridged 
to three months, vith great advantages of 
intermediate t "Public opinion in the 
East is divided between.a rail road and re-open- 
ing the old canal fromthe Delta of the Nile to 
the shores of the Red Sea, which, in former 
times was ealled the river of Ptolemy;-but it 
is evident, from the limited population of that 
neighborhood, that the canal would be in con- 
stant danger of being filled with the sand 
of the desert, and the level of the sea being 
higher than the soil of Egypt, the country 
would be overflowed, unless Co. were numer- 
ously erected. The rail road is the true pro- 
ject, and will enable travellers to pass from

JONATHAN WALKER’S LETTER. 

‘ Pensacota, July 29, 1844. 
DeaR Wire anp CriLpREN— 
God and Father, of writing to you again, but. my situation 
is far from being what | would choose. About the time I 
wrote my last letter, which was,I think, the 1&th of June, 


to Nassau, New Providence, a little to the eastward o 
Cape Florida. On the 23d I started with seven colored 
persons in my boat—I was quite unwell two days be- 


to survive twenty-four hours; but the next day IT was a 
little better; and two or three days afterward | had ano- 
ther severe ill turn, Which I did but just survive. My 
sickness was intermittent. fever and inward canker, 
brought on by extreme exposure. I never saw such hot 
Weather in my life. «We proceeded on our voyage down 
the coast, until the 8th of July, when the sloop Elizabeth 
Catharine, of Key West, (a wrecker,) fell in with us 
near Cape Florida, and took us by force to Key West.— 
There I was taken before ac justice of the peace,as they 
are called, and from thence to jail,where I remained four 
days, and then was put down a steamboat’s hold, among 
filth, where it was extremely warm, and putin irens, 
hands and feet, where I remained nearly the whele time 
for six days,during whichtime she came to Pensacola, 
and here 1 was taken to the.court house, and from thence 
to jail, where I remain secured to a large ring bolt by a 
chain made of half inch iron, and a shackle round my 
ankle, which weighs about five pounds, so that I have to 
lie or sit down all thetime. If { could walk the room 
it would afford megreat relief. I have for four or five 
days recovered my health quite fast, but from the 25th of 
June until the 23d of July, I was notable to sit up three 
hours in a day, and nearly all the time very much expo- 
sed. I cannot say when I shall have my trial, nor what 
the result will be. The regular term ofcourt does not 
come on until November, but the judge does not know 
but that he shall appoint a special term before that time. 

In about one day more, if we had not fallen in with an 
enemy, we should have been out of their way altogether.

Gunpowder Nullified, 
It is a singular fact that a French officer has 
diseovered a method of taking away the ex- 
plosive properties of gunpowder, to be restored 
at pleasure. It is merely to mix the powder 
with finely powdered charcoal or black lead, 
filling up tbe -interstices between the grains; 
and if in this state it is set-tive to, it merely 
fases, but does not flame. In a recent experi- 
ment, two barrels of the powder thus mixed, 
were placed one upon the other, arid ‘the lower 
one lighted. It burnt in about twenty minutes, 
but the caloric developed had so little force, 
that the upper barrel was but lightly charred, 
und its contents uninjured. The powder is at 
any time rendered servicable by sifting it.

EartHauakr, at Sxa.—By the arrival yester- 
day of the brig Judson, from Demerara, we 
learn by Capt. Russell, that on the 20th October 
in lat. 19, 3, lon. 64, at 11 o’clock, A. M., he 
felt a severe.shock of an earthquake of three 
or four minutes duration, which caused the 
vessel to tremble as if going over a coral reef, 
being about 100 miles off the Island of Saba 
at. the time.—N. Y. Tribune.

Letter from the Editer, 


Moorestown, N. J., Nov. 8, 1844. 

Dear Sir,—I write from a pretty little town 
in New Jersey, nine miles from Philadelphia, 
where many of my boyhood hollidays were 
spent. The lapse of sixteen years has made 
some changes: but there is the same old Quaker 
meeting-house, with its fine, spacious yard, 
shaded by the venerable Sycamores, and about 
the whole, the same still, quiet aspect as ever. 
And there is the gravelled walk along which I 
used to trundle the hoop, knowing little and 
caring less of the revolutions of fortune. Yon- 
der too is the green lane, leading down into the 
woods, now leafless, amid whose evoling shades, 
the cattle at noon day sought shelter from the 
heat. But many new houses have sprung up, 
and the old ones are changed, and only here and 
there doI recognize-a familiar face. To un- 
travele? boyhood, the enterprise of going nine 
miles in-the country used to appear a mighty 
one. It was an event to be looked forward to 
fora month; one week, at least, was required in 
getting ready; and then the visit itself was 


_. ‘something to be remembered as an epoch. How 


easily pleased is childhood, if you will only give 
it health and freedom ! 

T feel at home iu Philadefphia. It has grown 
greatly since I left it, seventeen years ago, but 
not beyond my recollection, The streets are 
as familiar to me, as if I had left them but yes- 
ierday, but they are now more thronged with 
busy multitudes. Chesnut, which used to be 
devoted to private residences, is now given up to 
business. Its stores are splendid. It will be 
long ere Cincinnati will have a street that can 
rival Chesnut. 

It is a pleasure to see old friends, and com- 
pare notes of the past. I recollect a Literary 
Club,to which I belonged for some two or three 
years before I sailed out on the great deep of 
the world. It was of the sacred number seven; 
and we were all of about the sameage. One 
was a tall, loose-jointed, blue-eyed youth, rath- 
er graceful, but lazy, of respectable ability, 


but paroxysmal enterprise. He was fanciful} 


and captious. He left for the west—got into a 
fair practice in Cincinnati—was seized with a 
desire to be rich—went to Mississippi, became 
a popular physician, married a young orphan 


“ec with a fortune of negroes and land, was elected 


té the Legislature, turned cotton-planter, cut 
my acquaintance, became a speculator, met 
with reverses, and during the great crisis, com- 
pletely exploded. Pray heaven he may have 
learned wisdom by the things that he has suf- 
fered! Thisis but the history of many a north- 
ern young man. 

Another member of the Club was a sedate 
fellow, of German parentage, dull, plodding, of 
some literary ambition, and had it not been for 
his excellent moral qualities, he would have 
been voted a bore. I saw him in Baltimore a 
few years after our Club was broken up. He 
had become a lawyer. He was decidedly deep 
in the “blues.” At last, during a long walk to- 
gether, he revealed to me the secret. One night, 
it had been distinctly communicated to him by 
voice or Vision, that at the end of ten years from 
that time precisely, he should die. He believed 
it, and there was no use in reasoning with or 
laughing at him. So all the comfort I admin- 
istered was, to remind him that ten years was 
a pretty considerable time to get ready in.— 


from_Law to Gospel, of which he was now @ min- 
ister being settled as pastor over a quiet church 
in a retired spot in Virginia. 

O—— was the third member. He never did 
any thing but walk, talk and read—and histalk 
was made up of quotations. He was an echo. 
I could not find his whereabouts, If he still 
lives, he lives but to repeat other men’s sayings. 

C the fourth member had a broad brow, 
fine eye, and ardent temperament. He was 
ambitious, energetic, and rather brilliant, but 
under-toned in his morals. He remained in 
Philadelphia, has signalized himeelf from time 
to time by various dramatic productions, and 
by elaborate charges to the Grand Jury, as Re- 
corder. It did not surprise me, to learn, that 
he had figured somewhat conspiculously as an 
anti-abolitionjst, in days gone by; nor was I 
much astonished that on a more recent occa- 
sion he sunk the dignity of the Judge in the 
character of the hero of the cowhide, forgetting 
under the impulse of personal resentment, all 
the beautiful lessons he had inculcated of rev- 
erence for the laws. 

But how shall I describe the other two? 
N was a dark-haired, dark-eyed, strong- 
featured young man, rather under the medium 
size. He was a volcano of fecling, and was al- 
ways boiling over. He never could sit quietly, 
and indulge in a slipshod conversation, but was 
always walking to and fgo, uneasy, restless, de- 
claiming meanwhile with great fervor. He was 
ardent and impulsive in every thing, and yet 
resolved and steadfast. A comb-maker’s ap- 
prentice, he had seized every leisure moment to 
read law, so that he had scarcely acquired his 
trade, before he became master of his profes- 
To law and politics he devoted himself, 
was elected a few years ago to Congress, the 
youngest member there, made a famous speech 
in reply to some taunt of Mr. Pickens, at the 
mechanics of the country, and had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing it republished in nearly all the 
newspapers ofthe Union. He soon retired from 
Congress, made money by his profession, was 
nearly ruined by going security, but is now 
again commencing life, as he says. I visited 
him the other day. He>was the same man I 
had left seventeen years ago. He grasped my 
hand with all the ardor of his olden time friend- 
ship, but he declaimed his salutation. It was 
rich. I sat and laughed, while he paced up and 
down, rolling out his rotund periods, in a voice 
the same as ever, only somewhat deepened by 
mature age. I told him I had not lost sight of 
him, and I complimented him for his bold and 
successful effort, to save human life during the 
Philadelphia riots. “Ah!” said he, “that was 
the most perfect act of my life. I felt, the 
inbreathing influence of Omnipotence, running 
throughout my nervous system, and, as ifstand- 


sion. 


sing before the cannon’s mouth, I had power to 


drive back the whole charge.” Poor fellow! 
had the match been applied it would have 
been more than a match for his faith. 
The other one was S——. He was over six 
feet, and slender, with a head almost as big 
round as his shoulders. He was richin funand 
fancy, with a power of language unsurpassed. 
There was poetry in all he didor said. There 
was a deep vein of religious sentiment in his 
character, and his moral principles were of the 
highest order. With a hereditary tendency to 
consumption, the constitution of both mind and 
body seemed singularly robust. I left him 
preaching sermons in sport, and on my return 
one year after, found him sermonising in ear- 
nest. He had become a preacher, and so has 
continued, often bringing himself to death’s 
door by his afduous labors in the pulpit, and in 
the study, till now he stands as one of the most 
distinguished pulpit orators of the United 
States He has a beautiful church in Philadel- 
phia, and his labors of love know scarcely any 
limit. He is grey at thirty-six, but at this hour, 
his lungs which seemed once to be thoroughly 
and incurably diseased, if not greatly wasted, 
are to all appearance, sound, and, with a frame 
remarkably attenuated, he is capable of great 
endurance and action.
